. THE KENTUCKY DEMOCRACY. 


The Pro-Slavery sentiment is at fever-heat 
in the Kentucky Legislature. The furious 
harangue of Gov. Magoffin to that body at the 
commencement of the session, in which he 
proved the rightfulness of slavery by the Bible 
and the New Testament—by Moses, by the 
Saviour and the Apostles—by Dr. Adam Clark 
and bis associates, and by the former practices 
of the Spaniards, the English and the Dutch, 
seems to have met with a cordial response 
from the Democratic members of both houses. 
Already two bills have been introduced into 
the Senate, providing for the exclusion of free 
negroes from Kentucky, one of them embrac- 
ing the recommendation of Gov. Magoffin, that 
those refusing to leave should be sold into 
slavery. The Democracy have also resolved 
to question the various candidates for the 
United States Senatorship, as to the extent of 
their adherence to the ultra pro-slavery stand- 
ard of the Southern party, especially whether 
they maintain the power of Congress to make 
jaws for the protection of slave property in 
the Territories. A circular, putting these in- 
quiries in a categorical form has been signed 
by twenty-five Senators and * 
and sent out for reply. { 

Such is Democracy in Kentucky; and we 
have the authority of Senator Douglas for say- 
ing that what is Democracy in Kentucky is 
Democracy in Illinois also.
